NEW MASTER FARMERS 


ROY B. KEPPY, Scott County 


Roy B. Keppy owns and operates 320 
acres northwest of Davenport in Scott 
County. Widely known for raising prize- 
winning crossbred hogs, Keppy operates 
largely as a general livestock and grain 
farmer. In addition to raising 175 litters of 
hogs, he feeds about 200 calves and year- 
lings each year. © 

Keppy exhibited the first crossbred grand 
champions at the International Livestock 
ie Exposition in both barrow and truckload 
eine nicorog He ee had the first crossbred load to receive a 
similar honor at the Austin Barrow Show. Additional winnings 
have been too numerous to list. 


To maintain herd quality, Keppy usually buys two boars each 
year. But the boar doesn’t earn his place in the herd until his 
offspring have proven out in both feedlot and in the packing 
plant. Most of his market hogs are sold on grade and yield 
basis, 

It's not surprising that Keppy is active in many swine affairs. 
He helped organize and served as president of the Scott County 
Swine Producers. He is a director of the National Pork Producers 
Council and frequently judges swine shows. 

He has also been vice president of the Scott County Beef Pro- 
ducers and a long-time director of the Eldridge Cooperative. He 
is a member of the State Extension Advisory Committee and has 
served 6 years on the county 4-H youth committee. 

Keppy is a Master Swine Producer and was named ‘‘Business- 
man of the Year” by the Davenport Chamber of Commerce. 
Other honors include the Ford Farm Efficiency Award and the 
National Hog Farmer Award. 

He is a member of Faith Lutheran Church in Eldridge. 

Mr. and Mrs. Keppy have four children—Glenn, 18, senior in 
high school; Dale, 16, junior in high school; Annette, 11, 6th 
grade; and Ila Jean, 6, in kindergarten. 






GAYLORD STADLMAN, Sac County 


Gaylord Stadlman owns 120 acres and 
rents additional land about 4 miles north of 
Sac City in Sac county. He has a general 
farming operation with emphasis on swine 
and beef. He feeds out about 600 head of 
cattle—part calves and part yearlings— 
and farrows 100 to 125 litters of hogs per 
year. 

The new farmstead he’s building on his 
home farm includes a beef feeding setup 

, with fenceline bunks, holding facilities, and 
ashe ‘He has denicnad the facilities to handle a sizable volume 
‘of cattle with minimum labor but without high per head invest- 


ment. 



































NEW MASTER FARMERS 


Stadlman has been president of the Sac community school 
board and chairman of the adult evening school council. He has 
spent -27 years as boys’ 4-H leader or member of the county boys’ 
4-H committee. He served 4 years as a director of the Iowa 
Swine Producers and Iowa Pork Producers Association. 


He has been active in Farm Bureau and served as chairman of 
the group which established a direct line telephone market news 
service for cattle and hogs for several counties in northwest 
Towa. 


He has been township assessor and is now township trustee. 
He served as assistant lay leader in the Methodist Church in 
Sac City. 


Stadlman received the state 4-H achievement alumni award, 
was named Master Swine Producer, and has received the Ford 
Farm Efficiency award. 


Mr. and Mrs. Stadlman have two sons—Neil, 20, former state 
FFA president and now a junior at Iowa State University; and 


Evan, 13, 8th grade. 


NORMAN BARKER, Plymouth County 


Norman Barker owns 60 acres and rents 
240 acres additional in northwestern Ply- 
mouth county. All row crops are planted 
on the contour. The land he farms has 6.3 
miles of terraces and 5 acres of grass 
waterways. The farm has been an award 
winner in the Sioux City Permanent Aagri- 
culture program. 


Barker is a member of the Northwest 
Farm Business Association. Marvin Polzien, 
: association fieldman, says, “Barker's farm 
epecede ie an unusual ability to pull a large income off an 
average size farm in an area with below average rainfall.” 


Barker feeds about 70 head of cattle and farrows 60 or more 
litters of pigs per year. He has a new farrowing and confinement 
house started and is doing much of the actual construction him- 
self. 


Barker served on the Plymouth county board of education for 
4 years during a period of school reorganization. He was then 
elected chairman of the LeMars Community School board. 


He was an ASCS committeeman for 3 years. He was first 
chairman of the county extension council. He is secretary of the 
county Farm Bureau and has been chairman of the National 
Policy Committee. 


The Barkers have been an International Farm Youth Exchange 
host family. He has been manager of the Craiq 4-H Fair. 


His church activities include serving as chairman of the church 
board, teaching Sunday School, singing in the choir, serving as 
chairman of the LeMars Conference Lutheran Church Men. 


Mr. and Mrs. Barker have 4 children—Carolyn, 13; Joann, 11; 
James, 9; and Jean 7. All are attending the LeMars Community 
School. 




















NEW MASTER FARMERS 


PAUL McNUTT, Johnson County 


Paul McNutt owns 313 acres and rents an 
additional 153 acres in Johnson county 
north of Iowa City. His livestock operation 
centers on raising about 1,300 head of hogs 
per year but also includes about 70 pure- 
bred Angus cows. 


His hogs are crossbred with an empha- 
sis on carcass quality. His hogs are mar- 
keted grade and yield. To maintain quality 
he insists on purchasing boars with favor- 
able testing station records. 


Records play an important part in his total farm operation. 
He’s a member of the Mississippi Valley Farm Business Asso- 
ciation. 


McNutt was recently elected president of the Iowa Swine Pro- 
ducers Assn. He has served as secretary of that organization 
and as president of his county association. He has also served 
on the National Pork Council. 


He’s been county president, voting delegate, and state director 
in Farm Bureau. He has served as 4-H leader and chairman of 
the county boys’ 4-H committee. 


Other honors include being named Master Swine Producer and 
receiving the lowa 4-H Alumni Achievement Award. 


McNutt is an animal husbandry graduate of Iowa State Uni- 
versity. He was in extension work in Scott and Plymouth counties 
before spending 4 years in the air force during World War II. 


AY Following discharge from service, he started farming in part- 


nership with his father-in-law, Ed Kadera. 
He is a member of the board of the Methodist Church. 


Mr. and Mrs. McNutt have three children—Jim, 20, at Iowa 
State University preparing to study veterinary medicine; Martha, 
16, junior at West Branch Community High School; and John, 14, 
in junior high.
